BASIC-ABSTRACT : 

Roller guide for drawers includes C-form rail (2) 
which supports four wheel (4) carriage (3). Rail 
(2) is attached to furniture frame. V-grooved 
wheels smaller diameter contacts rail (2) and 
larger diameter drawer (6) rail (5). Stops (7) and 
(8) are located at rail (2) front and rear ends. 
Rail (5) has similar stops (9). Stops (7) and (9) 
prevent drawer from being pulled out of the frame. 
Front stops prevent carriage movement by 
vibrations . 

Drawer is pulled out on rails (5) and wheels (4) 
larger diameters. Carriage is moved on wheels 
smaller diameters and rails (2) . Wheels diameters 
can be selected to located carriage in the drawer 
middle when the latter is closed, thus reducing 
load on rollers. Part of the rails (5) and rollers 
contact surfaces are staggered to improve rollers 
stability under load.
